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Aruba Rocks with FAKKEL! 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has declared 
the Venezuelan consul gen¬ 
eral in Miami persona non 
grata and ordered her expul¬ 
sion, a State Department offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

The Venezuelan embassy 
in Washington was notified 
of the action on Friday and 
Livia Acosta Noguera, the 
consul general, was given 
until January 10 to leave the 
country, said William Ostick, 
a State Department spokes¬ 
man. 

”In accordance with Arti¬ 
cle 23 of the Vienna Conven¬ 
tion on Consular Relations, 
the department declared Ms 
Livia Acosta Noguera, Vene¬ 
zuelan consul general to 
Miami, to be persona non 
grata. As such, she must de¬ 
part the United States by Jan¬ 


uary 10,” he said. 

”We cannot comment on 
specific details behind the de¬ 
cision to declare Ms Acosta 
persona non grata at this 
time,” he added in a state¬ 
ment. 

The State Department had 
said last month it was looking 
into ’’very disturbing” allega¬ 
tions that Noguera was a par¬ 
ticipant in an alleged Iranian 
plot to launch cyber-attacks 
on sensitive US national se¬ 
curity facilities. 

The allegations were made 
in a documentary that aired 
on the Spanish-language te¬ 
levision network Univision. 

The US action comes as 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad kicked off a 
Latin American tour in Cara¬ 
cas yesterday.

Aruba’s Police Chief rebuts 
unwarranted criticism 


ORANJESTAD - Police 
Chief, Dolfi Richardson, re¬ 
marked...”! don’t understand 
the reason for the negative re¬ 
actions..” Richardson reacted 
to the discussion that arose 
after the criticism levied by 
the SPA union regarding the 
fact that a Dutch police from 
Holland is to join the Aruba 
Police Force. 

However, Dolfi Richard¬ 
son firmly rebuts the criti¬ 
cism and finds it simply 
unwarranted. Contrary to the 
rumors, Richardson ex¬ 
plained that the Dutch police 
in question is not coming to 
take a leadership position in 
the Aruba Police Force, but 
that he will be employed as a 
“Brigadier” (police sergeant). 
He will work specifically as a 
detective in the department of 
the investigation of adminis¬ 
trative crimes. 

On various ocassions they 
tried to find candidates for 
this position from within the 
Aruba Police Force, but to no 
avail. According to the Aruba 
Police Chief, with the coming 
of this Dutch police, the 
Aruba Force will have ac¬ 
quired more in-house knowl¬ 
edge and skill with respect to 
administrative crimes and 
certain practices in business. 

Richardson agreed that 
there are specific agreements 


with the union, but that they 
are not breaking any of those 
agreements. He is convinced 
that they are doing everything 
possible to ensure that the 
Force is fully equipped and 
that all positions are adequa¬ 
tely filled with qualified po¬ 
licemen. The agreement with 
the Union is that they will not 
employ police from the 
Netherlands to fill toplevel 
positions. Said positions will 
be reserved for our own local 
policemen to aspire to. For 
lower positions there is no 
objection for bringing in po¬ 
licemen to fill those posts. 
According to Richardson, 
that is exactly what he is 
doing. 

Richardson was emphatic 
in his statement....’’Em re¬ 
sponsible for providing 
safety for our commu¬ 
nity... and, by filling the Force 
with qualified people who 
have both knowledge and ex¬ 
perience, we can accomplish 
the goal of ensuring safety to 
our community.” 

The Police Force plans to 
do everything possible this 
year to fill vacant posts. This, 
according to Richardson is 
necessary in order to main¬ 
tain the high standard of qual¬ 
ity service demanded from 
the Police Force by the 
Aruban community.

Safety Tips from the Police 
for Motorbike Users 


ORANJESTAD - In view of 
the recent Motorbike fatal ac¬ 
cidents, the Police Force has 
issued re-minders regarding 
the law with respect to the se¬ 
curity of operating motorbikes. 

The recent fatalities has 
brought much suffering to the 
families and to others involved 
in the process of the incident as 
well as to the community in 
general. Hence, it is imperative 
that the Police Force remind us 
all of the importance of obey¬ 
ing the laws. The traffic laws 
are designed to protect our 
community of dangers, both 
physical danger and from da¬ 
mage to material. One of those 
exposed to more danger than 
any other is the operator of a 
motorbike. Of late, many have 
chosen to operate a motorbike, 
or ATV (the so-called Quad 


Racers) and scooters. Some 
use these for pleasure, while 
there are those who use the 
motorbike to save money on 
gas. Still others use the motor¬ 
bike to help protect the envi¬ 
ronment from more pollutants. 

For whatever reason you 
are operating a motorbike, the 
fact is that there are many 
more two-wheeled vehicles on 
our public roads today. 

The Police Force wants to 
remind us all that, if you oper¬ 
ate a two-wheeled vehicle 
(motorbike): 

1. the law (article 47 of the 
traffic law) says that you must 
wear a helmet for your own 
safety. This helm must also be 
one that fits properly on your 
head to offer adequate protec¬ 
tion .

2. The helm must be prop¬ 
erly secured on your head with 
a band under your chin. Hence 
it can not simply be resting on 
your head. It must be properly 
fastened. 

3. This same law also states 
that the helm must be made of 
a durable material which can 
truly protect you head in the 
event of an accident. A full- 
faced helmet is advisable to 
better protect both your head 
and face. A good helm will 
protect your head in any acci¬ 
dent situation. 

4. Although not included in 
the law, but appropriate cloth¬ 
ing is also necessary when ope¬ 
rating a motorbike. If you can 
afford it, a good motorbike suit 
is highly recommended. If not, 
your clothing should be of such 
that help protect you against 
sever scratches if you fall on 
asphalt. Clothing with sponge 
filling will help lessen the im¬ 
pact of a fall. Leather boots are 
also preferable. Never barefoot, 
or with slippers, or in shorts. 
Raw back is worse than any¬ 
thing imaginable. 



Reflectors - highly recom¬ 
mended

5. Operating a motorbike at 
night, the following is very im¬ 
portant: Wear clothing of clear 
colors easily visible at night. 
White, neon yellow, neon or¬ 
ange and reflective material 
are always best. It is also ad¬ 
visable to affix reflective ma¬ 
terial on the bike. Place such 
material on the sides of the 
bike as well, so that should you 
fall off the bike at night other 
traffic will be able to see you 
and summons help. 

6. Be sure that your tires 
are properly inflated and are in 
good condition. 

7. Make every effort to 
avoid driving on wet roads. 
Even the manufactures of mo¬ 
torbikes advise against opera¬ 
ting these bikes on wet 
surfaces. If you must travel on 
wet roads, use a dirt surface or 
rough soil or road with less 


traffic and maintain a speed of 
no more than 50km/per hour. 

8. By all means, never use 
a cellular while driving your 
motorbike! Switch off your 
cell or simply ignore any calls 
coming in while you’re opera¬ 
ting a motorbike. 

9. Never use drugs or alco¬ 
hol if you have to operate a 
motor vehicle, and this in¬ 
cludes a motorbike! 

10. Use extra caution when 
overtaking vehicles on the road, 
this is especially for vehicles in 
a traffic line up. Many accidents 
have occurred when overtaking 
vehicle in a line up. A door may 
suddenly open on you, or a ve¬ 
hicle may decide suddenly to 
jump out of line not realizing 
that you are approaching. 

Each of these rules has one 
objective, and that is to protect 
you. But, if you fail to obey the 
rules you will suffer the ugly 
and painful consequences. The 
Police Force, therefore urges 
everyone to make a commit¬ 
ment to follow the rules for 
their own safety and for the 
safety of others. 

Also, those with larger ve¬ 
hicles on our roads must be 
considerate of others, of mo¬ 
torbikes. Operators of automo¬ 
biles need to be more res¬ 
pectful to motorbikes.

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US will respond 
if Iran blocks 
Strait of 
Hormuz 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States will respond if 
Iran tries to close the strategic 
Strait of Hormuz at the en¬ 
trance to the Gulf, US Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta warned 
yesterday, saying such a move 
would cross a "red line." 

Panetta was seconded by 
General Martin Dempsey, the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, who said Iran has the 
means to close the waterway, 
through which 20 percent of 
the world's oil passes. 

Their comments follow 
Iranian threats to close the 
strait if the European Union 
slaps an embargo on Iranian 
oil, the latest step in a US-led 
campaign to pressure Tehran to 
give up their nuclear program. 
Western powers suspects Iran 
is bent on gaining atomic 
weapons, which Tehran denies. 

Nigerian leader 
says unrest 
worse than 
1960s civil war 

ABUJA (AFP) - Nigerian 
President Goodluck Jonathan 
said yesterday violence 
blamed on Islamist group 
Boko Haram was worse than 
the country's 1960s civil war, 
with sympathisers of the sect 
in government and security 
agencies, referring to Nigeria's 
1967-70 civil war that killed 
more than a million people. 

The death toll linked to vi¬ 
olence blamed on the Islamist 
group has not reached any¬ 
where near that level, but 
Jonathan cited the unpredic¬ 
tability and pervasiveness of 
the threat. 

Describing the extent of the 
problem, he said Boko Haram 
members and sympathisers 
could be found throughout so¬ 
ciety, adding that "some of 
them are in the executive arm 
of government, some of them 
are in the parliamentary/leg¬ 
islative arm of government, 
while some of them are even in 
the judiciary.

Belgian doctors carry 
out country’s first face 
transplant

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgian 
surgeons have successfully 
performed the country's first- 
ever face transplant, the 19th 
in the world, doctors an¬ 
nounced Saturday. 

Officials at the University 
Hospital of Ghent said a team 
of 65 surgeons and medical 
staff had performed the 20- 
hour operation a week earlier 
on a Belgian man with a se¬ 
verely mutilated face. 

"He's fine, he's doing very 
well after six days," surgical 
team leader Phillip Blondeel 
told Belgian television. "He's 
already swallowed a little 
water." 

Blondeel said the patient, 


whose name was not dis¬ 
closed, was already able to 
speak, surpassing doctors' ex¬ 
pectations. 

"We didn't think he would 
be able to speak so soon." 

The patient had been miss¬ 
ing skin around the central 
part of his face, as well as lips, 
facial muscles and nerves. 

The operation brings to 19 
the number of face trans¬ 
plants carried out worldwide. 
The first was a partial face 
transplant on Frenchwoman 
Isabelle Dinoire in 2005. 

Belgium is the third Euro¬ 
pean country after France and 
Spain to have carried out the 
operation.

Novartis recalls 
drugs in US 


GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss 
pharmaceutical firm Novartis 
said Sunday it was recalling 
four different products sola 
over the counter in the United 
States over reports of a mal¬ 
function at one of its plants. 

The affected drugs are Ex- 
cedrin, NoDoz, Bufferin and 
Gas-X Prevention, Novartis 
Consumer Health (NCH) 
said in a statement. 

"NCH is taking this action 
as a precautionary measure, 
because the products may 
contain stray tablets, cap¬ 


sules, or caplets from other 
Novartis products, or contain 
broken or chipped tablets," it 
said. 

"This could potentially re¬ 
sult in overdose, interaction 
with other medications a con¬ 
sumer may be taking, or an 
allergic reaction if the con¬ 
sumer is allergic to the unin¬ 
tended ingredient," the 
statement said. 

The group stressed how¬ 
ever that it was not aware of 
adverse effects among the af¬ 
fected products' consumers.

CAMBRIDGE, United King¬ 
dom (AFP) - British scientist 
Stephen Hawking was forced 
to miss a scientific debate to 
mark his 70th birthday Sun¬ 
day because he was only dis¬ 
charged from hospital two 
days earlier. 


As scientists and 
media gathered at 
Cambridge University 
for a symposium to 
mark Hawking's birth¬ 
day, vice-chancellor 
Professor Sir Feszek 
Borysiewic an¬ 

nounced: "Stephen has 
been unwell and was 
only discharged from 
hospital on Friday.” 

Hawking, who was 
diagnosed with motor 
neurone disease aged 
21, will follow the spe¬ 
cial symposium on "the state 
of the universe” via webcast, 
the vice-chancellor said. 

Despite spending most of 
his life in a wheelchair and 
being able to speak only 
through a computer, the theo¬ 


retical physicist's quest for the 
secrets of the universe has 
made him arguably the most 
famous scientist in the world. 

When Hawking was diag¬ 
nosed with the debilitating 
condition aged 21, he was 
given only a few years to live, 
but has defied medical opin¬ 
ion by reaching his eighth 
decade. 

"I'm sure my disability has 
a bearing on why I'm well 
known,” he once said. "Peo¬ 
ple are fascinated by the con¬ 
trast between my very limited 
physical powers, and the vast 
nature of the universe I deal 
with.” 

Much of his work has cen¬ 
tred on bringing together rel¬ 
ativity (the nature of space 
and time) and quantum theory

(how the smallest particles in 
the universe behave) to ex¬ 
plain the creation of the uni¬ 
verse and how it is governed. 

In 1974, aged just 32, 
Hawking became one of the 
youngest fellows of Britain's 
prestigious Royal Society. 
Five years later he became 
Fucasian Professor of Mathe¬ 
matics at Cambridge, a post 
once held by Isaac Newton. 

His fame moved beyond 
academia in 1988 with the 
publication of his book "A 
Brief History of Time", which 
explained the nature of the 
universe to non-scientists, 
and sold millions of copies 
worldwide. 

Hawking's stardom was 
later cemented in cameos in 
"Star Trek” and "The Simp¬ 
sons”, where he tells the ro¬ 
tund Homer Simpson that he 
likes his theory of a "dough¬ 
nut-shaped universe”, and 
may have to steal it. 

As Hawking's age ad¬ 
vances, he could be at risk of 
losing his famous comput¬ 
erised voice due to the grad¬ 
ual loss of muscle control, his 
personal assistant said ahead 
of his birthday. 

"His speech has got slower 


and slower and on a bad day 
he can only manage about 
one word a minute,” Judith 
Croasdell said in the Daily 
Telegraph. 

"We think it may be be¬ 
cause of the deterioration in 
his cheek muscle. We are 
looking to improve the situa¬ 
tion and he needs to test out 
new technology.” 

Martin Rees, Britain's As¬ 
tronomer Royal and a former 
president of the Royal Soci¬ 
ety, who first met Hawking 
when they were both research 
students, marvelled at his 
longevity. 

He admitted that when 
they first met, "it was thought 
he might not live long enough 
to finish his PhD degree.” 

His survival made him a 
"medical marvel,” Rees said, 
but stressed that it was his 
work that would prove his 
lasting legacy. 

"His fame should not over¬ 
shadow his scientific contri¬ 
butions because even though 
most scientists are not as fa¬ 
mous as he is, he has un¬ 
doubtedly done more than 
anyone else since Einstein to 
improve our knowledge of 
gravity.”

Cameron:EU-wide financial 
tax would harm Europe 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
Prime Minister David yester¬ 
day he would block any at¬ 
tempt to introduce an EU-wide 
financial transaction tax be¬ 
cause he fears it will harm jobs 
and prosperity in Europe. 

Cameron said countries such 
as France pushing for the intro¬ 
duction of such a levy were wel¬ 
come to go ahead and introduce 
it within their own borders. 

But implementing a tax in 
the European Union when 
countries in the rest of the 
world were not bound by it 
would have a negative effect 
on jobs and prosperity in Eu¬ 
rope, he said. 

"If the French themselves 
want to go ahead with a trans¬ 
actions tax in their own coun¬ 
try then they should be free to 


do so," Cameron said . 

"But the idea of a transac¬ 
tions tax put in place only in Eu¬ 
rope that doesn’t include other 
jurisdictions, what that would 
do is it would cost jobs, it would 
cost us tax revenue, it would be 
bad for the whole of Europe. 

Britain fears that if a finan¬ 
cial transaction tax is intro¬ 
duced across the 27-nation EU, 
then banks and financial insti¬ 
tutions operating in London 
would leave and move to 
countries such as Switzerland 
or China to avoid it. 

Such fears about the powers 
of the City of London financial 
district being curbed were be¬ 
hind Cameron's veto of a new 
EU-wide treaty change to 
tackle the eurozone crisis at a 
Brussels summit in December. 


BERLIN (AFP) - The head of 
the eurozone's bailout fund is 
considering offering foreign 
investors a better deal in a bid 
to improve sluggish demand, a 
German newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

Klaus Regling, who runs 
the European Financial Stabi¬ 
lity Facility (EFSF), is mulling 
plans to offer investors outside 
the eurozone an insurance of 
30 percent against a possible 
default, the Bild am Sonntag 
weekly said. 

Without citing sources, the 
paper quoted Regling as telling 
a meeting of German parlia¬ 
mentarians last week that the 
current 20 percent guarantees 
offered were "too low" to 
cover investors' risk. 

A temporary fund, the 440 
billion euro ($560 billion) 
EFSF uses guarantees issued by 


eurozone governments to raise 
funds on money markets which 
are then lent to debt-wracked 
eurozone countries such as Ire¬ 
land, Portugal and Greece. 

However, raising the guar¬ 
antees offered to investors 
would reduce the firepower of 
the fund, already considered

New book describes tension over US first lady

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
new book detailing life in the 
White House describes high 
tension under the tenure of 
Barack Obama as First Lady 
Michelle Obama struggled 
with his top aides over the di¬ 
rection of his presidency. 

She "cherished the idea of 
her husband as a transforma¬ 
tional figure" but battled with 
White Hous advisors on 
compromise deals he had cut 
with Republicans, growing 
frustrated that he was being 


viewed as an "ordi¬ 
nary politician," ac¬ 
cording to the book 
out last week by 
journalist Jodi Kan- 
tor. 

The New York 
Times writer, who 
said she has inter¬ 
viewed some 30 cur¬ 
rent and former 
Obama employees 
along with friends of the cou¬ 
ple, paints a picture of the 
First Lady struggling to find 
her footing within the White 
House ever since she moved 
to Washington with her hus¬ 
band and two daughters in 
2009. 

Crisis erupted, according 
to Kantor, from extracts of the 
book, in early 2010 when 
Michelle Obama felt the ad¬ 
ministration had cut too many 
deals compromising her hus¬ 
band's signature health care 
reform legislation. 

Obama's then-top adviser 


Rahm Emanuel denied "he 
had grown frustrated with 
Mrs. Obama, but other advis¬ 
ers described a grim situation: 
a president whose agenda had 
hit the rocks, a first lady who 
disapproved of the turn the 
White House had taken, and a 
chief of staff who chafed 
against her influence." 

Key to the first lady's frus¬ 
tration was anxiety "about 
the gap between her vision of 


her husband’s presidency and 
the reality of what he could 
deliver," Kantor wrote in the 
book, titled "The Obamas." 

The first lady had sought 
to involve herself in promot¬ 
ing the president's agenda, 
but advisers, wary of a simi¬ 
lar situation under president 
Bill Clinton where his wife 
Hillary attempted to promote 
a health care in the 1990s, 
"mostly declined her offer."

Manning powers Giants 
over Falcons 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Eli 
Manning threw three touch¬ 
down passes, two of them to 
Hakeem Nicks, and the New 
York Giants advanced to the 
second round of the NFL 
playoffs on Sunday with a 
24-2 victory over the Atlanta 
Falcons. 

Manning completed 23- 
of-32 passes for 277 yards 
while Nicks caught six passes 
for 115 yards as the Giants 
won the first playoff game in 
their new stadium and their 
first home playoff triumph 
since 2000. 

"It’s special. It's a big 
win,” Manning said. ’’The de¬ 
fense came out awesome and 
we were able to get some 
things going in the second 
half.” 

The Giants booked a sec¬ 
ond-round visit next Sunday 
to defending champion 
Green Bay, a 38-35 winner at 
New York last month, while 
New Orleans goes to San 
Francisco next Saturday in 
the other National Confer¬ 
ence playoff matchup. 

’’They are a great team,” 
Manning said of the Packers, 
who lost only once this sea¬ 
son. ”We played them tough. 
We have to give it our all. 
The defense will have to con¬ 
tinue to play well and we’ll 
have to make some big 
plays.”

lead. 

Manning connected with 
Mario Manningham on a 27- 
yard touchdown pass with 
9:55 remaining to create the 
final margin. 

Manning also flipped a 
four-yard touchdown pass to 
Nicks with 2:47 remaining in 
the second quarter that gave 
the Giants a 7-2 half-time 
lead. 

Brandon Jacobs scam¬ 
pered down the right sideline 
34 yards, his longest run of 
the season, and converted on 
a fourth-down with a 1-yard 
rush up the middle to set up 
the first touchdown. 

Manning was whistled for 
intentionally grounding a 
pass from his own end zone 
76 seconds into the second 
quarter, giving Atlanta a 
safety for a 2-0 lead. 

Atlanta defender James 
Sanders had wrapped his 
arms around the Giants' quar¬ 
terback to prompt the hurried 
throw that brought the 
penalty and produced the 
only points for the Falcons.

Tiger's ex-coach Haney writes 
tell-all book 


NEW YORK (AFP) - ’’The 
Big Miss”, a tell-all book de¬ 
tailing Hank Haney's six 
years serving as swing coach 
for golf star Tiger Woods, is 
set to go on sale March 27, 
barely a week before the 
Masters tees off 

A synopsis of the book on 
the Random House Incorpo¬ 
rated website described 
Haney as being impressed by 
the work ethic of Woods. 

But it also noted how 
Haney saw the 14-time major 
champion was fearful of "the 
big miss”, a woeful shot that 
would doom his chances on a 
hole or in a tournament.

Woods, chasing the all- 
time record of 18 majors won 
by Jack Nicklaus, won six 
majors while working with 
Haney, including the 2005

Masters and British Open, 
the 2006 British Open and 
PGA Championship, the 
2007 PGA and the 2008 US 
Open. 

After going more than two 
years without a victory since 
his infamous sex scandal, 
Woods snapped his drought 
last month with a triumph at 
the World Challenge, an 18- 
man event that benefits his 
charity foundation. 

Woods served as an hon¬ 
orary captain for Stanford 
University's American foot¬ 
ball team in a 41-38 over¬ 
time loss to Oklahoma State 
in the Fiesta Bowl gridiron 
matchup last week. Woods 
attended Stanford for two 
years before his 1996 pro 
debut.
